Kootenay lake is a vast inluiid sea, 
who.se waters are alive with li:,b, con- 
lainiiig, among other vai ieiies, several 
kinds of trout, (ine iif which, in color, 
resembh s the niaid<eiel. Large ([uan- 
lilies of .Haluion and sturgeon are al.so 
caught, many of ihe latter reaching 
the Buuo weight of 200 i)oundH. 
These sturyeon are very plentiful, ami 
are caught in innnense numbers by the 
Indians, who spiar tliein v(>ry adroitly. 
The game in this region would delight 
the average Niinrod of ()r(;goii, and 
nuinber anioiiL' otliei- s[)ecieH the cari- 
boo, a kind of reiiuleer, moose, elk, 
mountain .sheep and goats, who attain 
a large liize, black, cinnamon and 
gri/zly tieais, ami red tailed and col- 
toii-taileii di-er. .Most of these animals 
feed ill the high mountain ranges, but 
in winter are driven down lo the lower 
levels on account of the heavy snow.

Tho Koolenay country on both Hides 
of the lini^ is heuvily timbered, having, 
among other trves, the pine, tir, cedar, 
tuniarack, birch, ahh r a nl poplar. Jn 
some places the fon sis are so den.ie 
aa to be impassable, and proBjiectors 
have to make wide detonra around 
them. Not the leant attraction of tiiis 
section is a parlialiy .sunmergiHl valley, 
which contains 206,UUO acres of land 
udniirably adapted for agriculture. 
About -ibiOOii acres are in British Co 
lunibia and the bulunce in Idaho. A

There 
aeeins already too nnich woid round our 
correspondent's eyes now. It is hardly 
likely, aa a matter of conmiun aeu8e, that 
after the Dominion has been virtually 
taxed ill millions of dollar.s to coimei;t 
this province with the raihvLiy ay.steni of 
Canada, and has made a special bargain 
wilh,,a ayndicatj, witlnjnt whose capital 
the-C. P. R. could never have been built, 
the government should allow the tratlic 
of the line to be diverted at will for the 
pleasure or profit nf any private specula 
tors. There were hoar! buniiiiga enough 
because the railway was not constructed,

bitious dwellings are very apt to reipiire 
uu outlay %vliich makes a large hole in the 
first year's rem .\ number of cottages 
of this deaeripl ion have, iiidccil, lately 
been built; but the call is still unsalished, 
unU if coining events bo taken into ac- 
count, the demand for such dwullings 
will nut only be permanent but expansive.

A sad accident, resulting in the death 
of five young children, happuiiod at Barns- 
ley. A heavy thunder storm fell, and a 
numlier of children, estinialod from seven 
to ten, whose ages ranged from six to 
twelve years, entered a culvert or covered 
dram near Mount t)sborno Colliery, otl 
Poiitefract road, for nheltor.

Al this point 
three of the children wore washed on the 
bank, and mantigod to escape. They at 
once raised an alarm, and several persona 
ran down to nnuthor opening in the drain 
and tlragged out three bodies badly bruis- 
ed . One mail named Ward is said lo have 
two children drowned. A third child ia 
named .Spencer and a fourth .Smith. 'I'ho 
drain is being searched by the police and 
others, but at seven o'clock no other 
bodies had boen found. Hundreds of 
persons have visited the place. Some 
I yeats ago a similar accident liappeiied in 
exactly the same spot. Children have 
been in the habit of running up and down 
the drain wdien the water is low. Five 
children tdtogether have lost th-iir Uvea.
